The drive of the French and Amer- 
ican forces into the Soissons-Rheims 
region of the Marne continues. The 
Germans at some points are counter- 
attacking desperately, but their efforts 
thus far have proven futile in more 
than impeding the advance. 

Further ground has been gained by 
the Allied forces south of Soissons, in 
the centre of the line along the Ourcq 
river and the north and east of Chat- 
eau-Thierry. Additiomal large num- 
bers of the Germans have been made 
prisoners and quantities of guns and 
war materials have been captured. 

In the Marne region, the American 
troops on the northern bank are well 
on the heels of the fleeing enemy east 
of Chateau-Thierry between Charlves 
and. Gland. At last reports their -ad- 
vance had been pushed virtually four 
niles from their old positions on: the 
southern bank and they were pressing 
the enemy northward in the direction 
of Fere-en-Tardenois, possibly with 
the intention of endeavoring to link 
up with the French forces proceeding 
eastward along the Ourca. 

Farther east along the Marne, the 
French have been enabled to throw 
forces across the northern bank of the 
stream. Severe fighting is in progress 
between the British, French and Ital- 
fan troops and the enemy sothwest 
of Rheims, where the British have 
made a further advance while. in 
Champagne to the east of Rheims, the 
French are reported to have regained 
all their old front line positions be- 
tween the river Suippes and the town 
of Massiges, : ; 


The German defensive has not yet| 


stiffened on the western sides of: the 
Rheims-Solssons salient, but although 
large numbers of reserves have been 
thrown into the fighting line, the 
manoeuvres seem to be more in the 
nature of rearguard operations de- 
signed to help the large forces of the 
enemy in the Chateau-Thierry pocket, 
to escape northeastward than a pure 
stand-and-give battle, with the ulti- 
mate aim of holding back the Franco- 
American troops. 

That the Germans now are realizing 
in full that the Allies have the upper 
hand in the battle seems apparent 
from the reports that they are burning 
villages behind the main line of their 
retreat, and destroying large quanti- 
ties of munitions and war material 
throughout the ehtire salient, which 
they have found impossible: to move, 
owing to the rapid strides of the Al- 
lies across various portions of their 
lines of communications and the dom- 
ination of others by the. Allied big 
guns. The guns are ‘now throwing 
shells far behind the lines, searching 
out the entire countryside, while air- 
planes are winging their way over the 
retreating columns and harrying the 
enemy with machine gun fire. 

The efforts of the Germans to re- 
tard the Franco-American forces were 
particularly héavy Monday near Chat- 
eau-Thierry and to the east of Chat- 
eau-Thierry where the Allies are giy- 
ing them battle 

On all sectors the enemy lost fur- 
ther ground, his forces in the Chat- 
eau-Thierry pocket therefore, being 
placed in greater jeopardy. 

Realizing the seriousness of his pre- 
dicament, the German Crown Prince 
is said to have sent out distress sig- 
nals to Crown Prince Rupprecht of 
Bavaria, whose men are facing the 
British line in France and Flanders, 
asking for aid. Rupprecht dispatched 
several divisions of his reserves to 
the south’to help his Imperial cousin, 
but to offset this, Field Marshal Haig 
at once dispatched an equal number 
of divisions of picked British troops 
from Picardy, and moved them into 
the battle area southwest of Rheims. 

The latest German official communi- 
cation asserts that in Sunday’s fight- 
ing complete success rested with the 
Germans.

SURPRISE ATTACK 
‘UNDER COVER OF 
GREAT FOREST AREA 


“London, July 18.—The French have 
gained from two to four miles every- 
where ona 25-mile front of their of- 
fensive Thursday between the Aisne 
and Marne, according to reports reach- 
ing London this afternoon. The 
French have captured several thous: 
and prisoners and about 20 guns. 

The French move this morning ap- 
peared to have been a-surprise to the 
enemy. The manner in which this 
surprise was accomplished may best 
be judged from the map, which shows 
@ great area of forest covering the 
ground behind the French lines. Un- 
der cover of these forests General 
Foch has been preparing for some 
time for the present moment. 

All the way from Belleau to the 
Aisne the French attack was launched 
at daybreak Thursday It was what 
the British call a “full dress show,” 
with every department, every weapon 
available in play, including the new 
French mosquito tanks. These tanks 
did excellent work, also at some of 
the most difficult points. 

“This is the moment Foch has been 
looking for,” said a military author- 
ity here today, “and if all goes well 
his splendidly executed counter at- 
tack should bring the whole German 
offensive on the Rheims sector to a 
halt immediately.” 

The French have reached a point 
facing the most important German 
railway centre which feeds the en- 
tire front west of ~aeims. The 
French artillery is nc ’ within easy 
shelling distance of these railways 
and should be able to make life miser- 
able for a large section of the German 
army. 

Military men attach great import- 
ance to the lateral railway lines 
around Soissons and say that if Gen. 
Foch can get his artillery into, posi- 
tion to keep these lines out of action 
he will make the whole movement of 
the German supplies in the whole sec- 
tor between Rheims and Chateau- 
Thierry impossible. On the extreme 
east of the recent German offensive 
the French have

GERMANY HAS 


ANOTHER ENEMY 


HAYTI IS THE TWENTY-SECOND 
NATION TO DECLARE WAR ON 
THE HUNS. 


Port au Prince, Hayti, July 15.—The 
council of state, acting in accordance 
with the legislative powers given to 
it under the new Haytien constitution, 
has unanimously voted the declaration 
of war upon Germany demanded by 
the president of the republic. 

Hayti is the twenty-second nation 
to declare war on Germany. Seven 
other countries have broken diploma- 
tic relations. Germany severed diplo- 
matic relations with Hayti in June, 
1917, after the West Indian republic 
had protested against Germany's un- 
restricted submarine warfafe, and 
had demanded compensation for los- 
ses to Hayti on commerce and life. 
The Berlin foreign office in a state- 
ment issued at the time said: 

“As the demands were couched in 
an unusual form and demanded ful- 
filment within a period which would 
not allow even time for examination, 
the Imperial government deemed it 
proper to hand at once the charge 
d'affaires his passports.” 

President D’Artiguenave in a mes- 
sage to the Haytien congress had ad- 
vocated a declaration of war against 
Germany in consequence of the deaths 
of eight Haytiens on the French ship 
Montreal when that vessel was tor- 
pedoed by the German submarine 

The declaration of war was not 
passed at that time, however, the com- 
mission appointed to study the ques- 
tion having reported that there was 
not sufficient reason for a declaration 
of war.

“A” ON LEAVE WILL BE GIVEN 
CERTIFICATES. 


According to instructions received 
today by local. military headquarters 
from Ottawa, the names of draftees 
in categories lower than “A,” and 
who are now on leave,of absence with- 
out pay, Will at once be. published as 
being struck off the strength of the 
C.E.F. on transfer to the records of 
the registrar. 

To the draftees concerned a cer- 
tificate ofleaveofabsence without pay, 
in the following terms for thirty days 
from date, subject to confirmation by 
the registrar, will immediately be 
sent with instructions in each case as 
follows: 

The enclosed certificate, together 
with the certificate originally issued 
to you, is to be transmitted either in 
person or by mail to the Military Ser- 
vice Registrar at .... 
ble, and in any case not later than the 
date of the expiration of the 30 days’ 
leave. The registrar on receipt of 
these two certificates will issue to you 
an exemption certificate in lieu there- 
of. These instructions myst be com- 
plied with otherwise you will be Ha- 
ble as an absentee without leave.” 

The foregoing regulation applies to 
farmers, farm laborers, men in cate- 
gory “C,” and men liable for non-com- 
batant service. At the present time 
all these men are being carried on 
the strength of the C.E.F. 


FREELY ADMITS ACTING 
AS HUN SECRET AGENT 


GASTON B. MEANS TELLS OF 
RECEIVING HUGE SUMS OF 
MONEY FROM BERLIN. 


Chicago, July 18.—Admissions that 
he served as a secret agent of Ger- 
many before the United States enter- 
ed the war and the allegation that 
some of New York’s most prominent 
lawyers had done as he did, were made 
yesterday by Gaston B. Means, in 
testimony at the hearing to deter- 
mine the legality of one of two wills 
purporting to dispose of the $3,000,000 
estate left by the late James C. King, 
of Chicago. 

Means, who appeared as a witness 
for the heirs of Miss Maude A. King, 
for whose .alleged slaying he was 
tried and acquitted in Concord, N.C., 
last summer, freely admitted receiv- 
ing money for acting as a secret agent 
of the German government before the 
outbreak of the war with the United 
States. Quietly he told of receiving 
$85,000 at one time and $92,000 at an- 
other, for his services to Germany. 
and of delivering $1,300,000 which he 
receive:t on a che*k to Capt Boy-Ed, 
one of Germany’s chief spies in this 
country, who was subsequently = ex- 
pelled. 

Asked regarding the services for 
which he received $92,000, Means 
said: “I made that money the way 
lots of other Americans did, some of 
them the biggest lawyers in New York. 
I can easily tell you the place where 
I collected it—right in the Trinity 
church yard at a designated tomb- 
stone. 

The witness also admitted that he 
and German spies in this country 
were to tie up the building of electric 
boats, the “mosquito fleet” butlding 
for the allies in this country. Means 
said that he found that the boats had 
gun emplacements and that Captain 
Boy-Ed called this to the attention 
of the neutrality board at Washington.

BRITAIN SHOWS = 
SYMPATHY WITH 
THE JEWISH PEOPLE 


HAS PROMISED TO ESTABLISH A 
NATIONAL CENTRE IN 
PALESTINE. 


London July 16.—Great Britain has 
shown her sympathy with Jewish as- 
pirations on numerous occasions, and 
as a further evidence of this feeling, 
has promised the establishment in 
Palestine of a Jewish national centre, 
to which Jews from all countries who 
wish to unite to spread the influence 
of Jewish thought and ideal from Pal- 
estine to other parts of the world can 
do so in complete harmony with other 
peoples. 

This was the declaration of George 
Nicoll Barnes, privy councillor and 
Labor member of the war cabinet, to 
the members of the American Zion- 
ist Medical unit who are in England 
on their way to Palestine at an offi- 
cial meeting of welcome in London. 

Mr. Barnes described the work of 
the mission as of great moral and 
spiritual as well as materal signifi- 
cance, and said it was taking help, 
hope and succor to peoples long op- 
pressed and downtrodden. The mem- 
bers of the unit, the minister declared, 
were going to apply their skill, know- 
ledge and science to the rescue of a 
land which was the shrine of all that 
was best in civilization, and werg, be- 
ing inspired by a great ideal to help 
in raising Palestine out of the depth 
of despair into which she had been 
thrown by Turkish rule which ran 
into a period of three hundred years. 

It was a great thought, Mr. Barnes 
said, that the first definite act of Zion- 
ism was to go east and take part in 
the realization of an ideal for the up- 
lifting of all people, irrespective of 
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as soon as possi-.

PACKERS RESPONSIBLE 
FOR RECENT GUTS 
UPON HOGS AT THE 
STOCK-YARDS 


The demand of the U.F.A. secre- 
taries of Alberta for a government in- 
vestigation of the situation with re- 
spect to the arbitrarycuts placed upon 
hogs sold at the Calgary Stockyards 
is very generally seconded among 
farmers and hog raisers, as is also 
the suggestion that there should be a 
government system of grading intro- 
duced It is certain that some action 
will be taken by the executive of the 
assocation at its first meeting. 

When the new cuts were announced 
the impression given by the published 
notice was-that the dealers’ exchange 
at the yards was responsible, and that 
they were all in favor of it. The 
press is given to understand that this 
was not the case. It-is said that the 
cuts originated with the packers and 
that they announced to the directors 
of the exchange that they would be 
put into force at a certain date. The 
only concession granted to the ex- 
change was a day in announcement 
of the new schedule to enable the. 
dealers to notify their customers. 

As a matter of fact there are deal- 
ers on the market who are quite as 
much in favor of a government system 
of grading as are the farmers. In 
conversation with the Press last week 
one of them said he could think of 
no fairer way than this nor could he 
understand why it could not be suc- 
cessfully worked here. He pointed 
to the fact that it is a system that 
has been working successfully in the 


| States and announced himself as be- 


ing wholly in favor of it. 

As the business is being conducted 
now the buyer not only fixes the price 
at which he will purchase but he de- 
cids just how he will trade the offer- 
ings and what cuts he will make below 
select price for inferior stuff. The 
growers claim that this is altogether 
too one-sided, and thus their appeal 
for relief to the government. 
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TEUTONS DEMAND HEAVY SUpP- 
PLIES FROM THE DUTCH. 

According to the Telegraaf, Ger- 
many has demanded from Holland 
60,000 cows, 3,000 horses, 10,000 tons 
of cheese, two million eggs, 150 tons 
of fat products, a large quantity of 
poultry, 3,000 tons of sugar and 200,- 
000 hides. In addition, Germany also 
wants a certain amount of quinine, 
while from the Dutch colonies an ad- 
ditional credit of seven million flor- 
ins monthly is desired. 

The newspaper says that the de- 
mand was made by Germany as a 
result of an inquiry into the country 
districts of Holland by a swarm of 
economic spies and are to be met be- 
fore questions of German counter- 
concessions can be considered.

(a). The decision of the judicial 
committee in Powell vs. Appollo Candle 
Company, 10 A.C. 282, cited by Harvey, 
C. J., in the Lewis case, puts beyond 
doubt the, sovereign character of col- 
onial legislatures within the ambit of 
the legislative jurisdiction committed 
to them and the constitutionality of 
limited delegations of their legislative 
powers. Such delegations haye been 
so frequent that it is almost a matter 
of surprise that their legality should 
now be considered open to question. A 
very common instance is the provision 
that a statute shall come into effect 
in whole or in part on a day or days 
to be named by proclamation to be 
issued pursuant to an order in council. 
Here the limitation upon the extent of 
the powers delegated is found in the 
words of section 6 of the war measures 
act of 1914, “as he may by reason of 
the existence of real, or apprehended 
war, invasion, or insurrection, deem 
necessary or advisable.” Their dura- 
tion is expressly limited by section 3. 
A further limitation as to sanctions is 
imposed by S. 11. As was said in-the 
Apollo case at P. 291, “the, legislature 
has not parted with its perfect control 
over the governor andhas the power, 
of course, at any moment, of with- 
drawing or altering the power which 
they have entrusted to him.” In Bank 
of Toronto v. Lambe, 12 A.C. 575, at P. 
588, their lordships of the judicial com- 
mittee said, “the federal act exhausts 
the whole range of legislative power.” 
A complete abdication of parliament of 
its legislative functions is something 
so inconceivable that the constitu- 
tionally of an attempt to do anything 
of the kind need not be considered.: 
Short of such an abdication, any limit- 
ed delegation would seem to be within 
the ambit of a legislative jurisdiction 
certainly as wide as that of which it 
has been said by _ incontrovertable 
authority that it is “as plenary and as 
ample as the imperial parliament, in 
the plentitude of its powers possessed 
and could bestow.” Hodge v. The 
Queen, 9 A.C. 117, 133. 

Delegate Its Authority 

“I am of the opinion that it was 
within the legislative-authority of the 
parliament of Canada to delegate to 
the governor-in-council the pqgawer to 
enact the impugned orders in council, 
To hold otherwise would be very ma- 
terlally to restrict the legislative pow- 
ers of parliament. 

Enumerating Subjects 

(b). I am quite unable to appreci- 
ate the force of the argument based on 
the ejusdem generis rule.

SUPREME COURT 
UPHOLDS ORDER- 
IN-COUNCIL 


Ottawa, July 19.—The Supreme Court 
of Canada dismissed the application of 
Private Grey, a young man in the army, 
who had been exempted by the tribu- 
nals and later on had been called for 
service, for writ of habeas corpus. The 
court held that the order-in-council 
cancelling the exemptions was valid. 

In the finding of the majority Mr. 
Justice Anglin said that though’ the 
Grey case was in some immaterial re- 
spects different from the Lewis case, 
upon which the Alberta Supreme Court 
had passed judgment, that in principle 
they were the same. 

The Court divided on the question, 
Sid parte Sir Charles Fitzpatrick, Sir Louis 
Davies (chief justice) and Justices 
Anglin and Duff favoring the dismissal 
of the application, and Justices Iding- 
ton and Brodeur opposing the dismis- 
sal.

Comprehensive Language 

More comprehensive language it 
would be difficult to find. The corres- 
ponding terms of the B.N.A. Act, S. 
91, are “to make laws for the peace, 
order and good government of Canada 
in relation, etc.” “Welfare” is sub- 
stituted for “good government,” and 
“security” and “defense” are added in 
S. 6 of the War Measures Act. In 
some constitutional acts, for instance, 
the N.S.W. “constitution act,” we find 
the word “welfare” .used with “good 
government” as a substitute for the 
word “order.” To introduce such a 
limitation as that suggested by Mr, 
Justice Beck and approved by some 
of his colleagues-would therefore ap- 
pear to me to be to fly in the teeth of 
the very words of the act of parlia- 
ment itself. ~

An Extreme Exercise 

No doubt the amendment of a 
statute or the taking away of privi- 
leges enjoyed or acquired under the 
authority of a statute by order in 
council is an extreme exercise of the 
power of the governor-in-council to 
make orders and regulations of a leg- 


“{islative’ character; but the very stat- 


ute, the operation of which is affected 
by the order now in question, contains 
a provision not found, we ar€ told, in 
the original draft_and apparently in- 
serted’ for the purpose of expressing 
the acquiesence of parliament in such 
a use being made ‘of the powers which 
it had conferred on the governor-in- 
council by the War Measures Act. By 
8.S 5 of S. 13 of the Military Service 
Act it is provided that “nothing in this 
act contained shall be held to limit or 
affect ha ead the powers of the 
governor-in-council under the War 
Measures Act of 1914,” The very 
presence of this sub section in the Mil- 
itary Service Act, 1917, impowered un- 
der the power conferred by the govern-. 
or-in-council by the War Measures 
Act, orders and regulations might be 
with the validity of which but for It, 
some provisions of the Military Ser- 
vice Act might be deemed to interfere. 
It carries confirmation of the view 
that the scope of the powers conferred 
by the War Measures Act was wide 
enough to embrace matters dealt with 
by the Military Service Act and it 
puts beyond question, in my opinion, 
the Purpose of parliament to enable 
the governor-in-council, in cases of 
emergency, as defined, to exercise the 
power granted by Section 6 of the War 


Measures Act even to the extent of 
modifying or repealing, at least in 
part, the Military Service Act itself. 


The immediate juxtaposition of S.S. 4 
to S.S. 5 to S. 13 as was pointed out 
by Mr. Newcombe, serves to emphasize 
the significance of the latter and to 
make it gertain that its purview and 
operation did not escape the notice of 
parliament. , 
Clear, Unambiguous Language 

The provision of S.S. 2 of Section 6 
of the War Measures Act was also re- 
Med upon as affording an indication 
that parliament did not mean to con- 
fer upon the governor-in-councll power 
to repeal statutes in whole on.in part 
S,S. 2‘is probably only declaratory of 
what would have been the law applic- 
able had it not been so expressed. Par- 
liament, however, thought it necessary 
to express such powers in regard to 
its control over its own statutes. (8.S. 
18 and 19 of the interpretation act, R. 
8.C.C, 1. I fail to findin the presence 
of this clause anything warranting a 
court in cutting down such clear and 
unambiguous language as is found in 
the first paragraph of Section 6 of the 
War Measures Act. 

In Extraordinary Times 

Again it is contended that should 
Section 6 of the War Measures Act be 
construed as urged by counsel for the 
crown, the powers conferred by it were 
so wide that they involve serious dan- 
ger to our parliamentary institutions. 
With such a matter of policy we are 
not concerned. The exercise of legis- 
lative functions such as those herefn 
questioned by the governor-in-council 
rather than by parliament is no doubt 
something to be avoided as far as pos- 
sible. But, we are living in extraordin- 
ary times which necessitate the taking 
of extraordinary measures. At all 
events all we as a court of justice are 
concerned with is to satisfy ourselves 
of what powers parliament intended 
to confer and that it possessed’ the 
legislative jurisliction requisite to 
confer them. Upon both these points, 
after giving to them such consideration 
as has been possible, I entertain no 
doubt, and, but for the respect which 
is due to the contrary opinion held by 
the majority of the learned judgeg of 
the Supreme Court of Alberta, I should 
add that there is, in my opinion, no 
room for doubt, 

It has also been urged that such 
wide powers are open to abuse. This 
argument has often been presented and 
as often rejected by the courts as af- 
fording no sufficient reason for hold-

As Lord: Atkinson observed: “How- 
ever precious the personal liberty of 
the subject may be, there is something 
for which it may well be, to some ex- 
tent, sacrificed by legal enactment, 
namely, national’ success in the war, or 
escape from national plunder or en- 
slavement. It is not contended in this 
case that the personal Mberty of the 
subject ‘can: be invaded arbitarily at 
the mere whim of the executive, What 
is contended is that the executive has 
been empowered during the war, for 
paramount objects of state, to invade 
by legislative enactment that liberty 
in certain statements of fact.” 

Intention of Parliament
